KNIFED TO DEATH. 


WHITE WOMEN FIGHT FOR HIP 
War LOVE. 


The Successful 8 Subsequently 
Placed Under Arrest for Mur- 
der—Horrible Condition 

of the Victim. 


‘Associated Press Leased-wire Service. — 

CHICAGO, Jan. 9.—Minnie Meyers, wife 
of Hip Lung, the millionaire Chinaman, is 
locked up at the Harrison-street station on 
a charge of murder. Emma Johnson now 
lies at Jackson's undertaking house, No. 
2506 State street, and it was owing to a 
personal request made by the Coroner to 
the police officials that the wife of the 
mogul Chinaman was taken into custody 
charged with the woman's death. 

The encounter between the two women, 
who were rivals for Hip daing’s affections, 
occurred last April. ‘Miss Meyers’s 
weapon was a two-edged knife, and its ex- 
ecution was deadly. In a minute or two 
it had made long gashes on Miss Johnson's 
shoulders, arms, neck and breast and the 
woman fell to the pavement from sheer 
Minnie Meyers escaped with 
a few scratches. After a month or two 
Hip Lung married the victorious duelist 
and the matter was forgotten. 

Miss Johnson neven got well. Sha rallied 
and for months has been able to go about 
carefully as au invalid. A week ago blood-.

Speaker Crisp. and 
his Democratic associates of the Rules 
Committee have realized for several days 
that there was a majority against the bill, 

and the result today was accepted without. 
surprise. Mr. Springer, who has been in 
charge of the Carlisle hill. in the House, 
said, after the test vote ‘against the bin: 

‘“T will make no effort to take up the 
bill again this week. It would be well for 
the House to turn its attention to other 
bueiness, and then, after a rest from the 
finaneial debate, it may be made apparent 

that a ‘majority will Support the bill. 1 
‘do not think the adverse vote on the 
rule puts an end to all currency legisla- 
tion. So far as I am concerned I shall 
continue to press the subject ‘until some- 
think is accomplished.” 

It is undestood that the Committee on 
Rules anticipated the possibility of such 
a vote as the House gave today, and were 
tacitly agreed to drop the currency bill: if 
it met with the rebuff that it has. 

‘Secretary Carlisle remained in the 
Speaker's private office an hour, conferring 
with the House leaders on the effect of the 
reverse suffered by the Currency Bill. Be- 
sides Mr. Carlisle and Mr. Crisp, there 
were present: Messrs. Catchings and Outh- 
waite of the Rules Committee, Springer 
who had been in charge of the bill: Hall 
of the Currency Committee, and Tucker 

of Virginia. The talk partook somewhat 
— the nature of a conference as to what 
course of action should. be pursued in 
view of the unexpected turn of affairs. 

Mr. Carlisle maintained his usual com- 
posure and gave no indication that he 
felt. rather chagrined. On the contrary, 
he spoke jocularly of Representative Sib- 
ſey's sensational speech yesterday, and 
said that he would like to know whom 
he had “bribed with a-revenue collector- 
ship.“ as Sibley had alleged.* 

The Secretary expressed regret that the 
rule had been defeated, and. he shared the 
opinion of othrs present that the defeat 
closed the prospects of the bill in its 
present form. The result was a surprise 
to him for the Seeretary bad not shared 
the doubts of the House leaders up to the 
time of the vote. He expected amend- 


ments would be suggested that would over- 


come the opposition cf certain elements, 
and make the passage of the bill possible. 
Now Mr. Carlisle acrees with the House 
leaders that it is desirable to let the 
bill rest for a time. He did not suggest 
any new measure or any material change 
in the bill. It appeared, to be the idea, 
however, that efforts should be directed 
toward learning the objections of those 
Democrats who had voted against the rule 
in order that the objections ‘nas be over- 
come, if possible. 

After the conference, Mr. Springer said 
that while some concessions might be 
made in the interest of harmony, no con- 
cession could be made on the basis of 
giving the silyer men all they wanted. 
He said: “If Mr. Bland and his followers 
will not give us their assistance, except 
on condition of silver at a ratio of 16 to 
1, then they must shoulder the responsi- 
bility of the defeat of all legislation, as 

no such compromise is possible. 
eee Bland, the exponent of 
the silver element of the House, who aided 
in the defeat of the rule, said: 

„The vote undoubtedly means the aban- 
donment of all hope to pass the Carlisle 
bill in its present form. But it is too soon 
to say that it ends the possibility of any 
legislation by this Congress. As long as 
the effort is made to give a monopoly to 
national banks and exclude silver,-the pian 
wilf be foiled. There May yet be time 
frame a measure adequate for the present 
situation, but it is certain any such meas- 
ure will give proper recognition to silver.“

It was, however, the 
main topic of prospective action. 

On the Republican side the opinion was 
general that the defeat of the rule ended 
all chance of currency legislation in Con- 
gress. Mr. Reed would not enter into a 
detailed discussion on the turn of affairs. 
The Republican leaders in the House assert 
they had agreed to offer no parliamentary 
obstruction to a vote whatever if they had 
been permitted to vote first on the ninth 
and tenth sections of the bill. Mr. Reed 
was on his feet for recognition with the 
draft of a rule in his hand, providing for 
a vote on the bill according to this plan, 
that is: Voting for the ninth aad tenth 
sections first. The Republicans would have 
all voted for this rule. Mr. Walker of 
Massachusetts, who had led the Republican 
opposition, had determined to withdraw his 
bill, which he had previously notified the 
House that he would offer as a substitute, 
and which was the only plan proposed by 
a Republicag. He says also that no amend- 
ments would have been offered to the Car- 
lisle bill by the Republicans, although all 
of them would have voted against the bill. 

“The collapse is complete,“ said Mr. 
Walker, speaking of the day’s events. 
“There will be no financial legislation by 
this Congress unless the Senatc sends a 
bill to the House, which seems improb- | 
able. Twenty of twenty-five members 
voted for the previous question who would 
not have veted for the bill.“ 

AN EXTRA SESSION. 

When the possibility of the Republican 
Congress being called into extra session 
was spoken of, Mr. Walker said: “Tf 
Corgress gives ample authority and gives 
it wisely to the Secretary of tic Treasury 
to issue bonds both to maintain gold pay- 
ments and supply the treasury deficiency: 
an extra session may be avoided, but at a 
great expense to the government. If the 
treasury is given no additional authority 
for the issuance of bonds, with the pre- 
vailing want of confidence in the manage- 
ment of the national finances by. the ad- 
ministration it will injure the business 
interests of the country, and I fear an ex- 
tra session will have to be called.

William Taylor Cannot be Found and 
Banks in Which He is In- 
terested Close. 


It is Estimated About Four Hundred 
Thousand Dollars is Missing 
with Him—A Hard Blow 
on His Bondsmen.

PIERRE (S. D., Jan. 9.—The alleged 
failure of W. H. Taylor, the outgoing State 
Treasurer, turn over the office to his 
successor yesterday, has started rumors 
flying of an investigation. Taylor, seem- 
ingly, cannot be located, but his bank at 
Redfield closed doors last evening, and he 
is alleged to be short a large amount of 
State funds, just how much cannot now 
be learned, 
It is neported that about $250,000 should 
be on hand. Public Examiner Meirs has 
not been able to secure a statement as 
to where the funds were deposited. Since 


last April, telegrams sent from here have 


failed to locate Taylor. Ex-Gov. Mellett, 
one of his bondsmen, is on the road from 
Indiana, and the other bondsmen are on 


his track. 
REDFIELD (8. D.,) Jan. 9.—William 
Taylor, the defulting State Treasurer, was 
also president of the First National Bank 
and the Northwest Mortgage Company of 
this city. The news of,the closing of his 
bank came like a thunder clap from a 
clear sky, because both Taylor and the 
financial institutions which he has con- 
with were regarded as and re- 
able. 

It is estimated about $450,000 is missing 
with Taylor. On Tuesday :norning his 
bank here opened for business as usual 
and the cashier, F. W. Humphrey, states 
it held 50 per cent. of deposits in cash 
and in bonds of approved reserve agents in 
the East. There was a quiet run on the 
bank Tuesday by parties who had their 


information from Pierre that Taylor had 
not shown up there and that something 
was wrong. 

The bank officials decided to close the 
bank subject to the decision of the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury. This action was 
taken for the protection of the bank and 
its many depositors. Cashier Humphrey 
declares depositors will be paid in full as 
soon as the government examiner con- 
cludes his examination, as there is an ex- 
cess of fully $60,000 in good paper, besides 
about 40 per cent. deposited in other 


banks.

It was 
stated authoritatively that after the ex- 
amination of the bank- and its credit is 
restored, it will reorganize and reopen for 
business. The worst blow falls on Taylor 
and his bondsmen, many of whom reside 
here and are representative and leading 
men of Redfield.

MINNEAPOLIS, Jan. 9.—A special to 
theh Journal from Aberdeen, S. D., says 
that from an absolutely reliable source it 
is learned that the defalcation of State 
Treasurer W. W. Taylor will reach $300,- 
000. Practically all State moneys were in 
his own hands except some $25,000 or 
$50,000, which was on deposit in various 
banks. The wreck is complete. 

It has been known fora year that Taylor 
personally was in bad straits, but not one of 
his most intimate friends thought his situa- 
tion hopeless or even desperate. They 
knew he had been advancing and investing 
money recklessly, considering the times, 
yet they never dreamed the truth. When 
the officials made an investigation of the 
Treasurer’s office they will be simply ap- 
palled at the condition of affairs. 

Walter W. Taylor was born in Indiana 
about 1854, and for a time associated with 
‘his father, William Taylor, in the whole- 
sale coal business at Lafayette, Ind. From 
the time he was 18 years old he had ex- 
clusive charge of the business and demon- 
strated a wonderful capacity for grasping 
the details and intricacies of a very large 
trade. He came to Dakota in 1886 and es- 
tablished the First National Bank of Red- 
field, which he soon made one of the lead- 
ing financial institutions in this section. 
He took an active part in politics from the 
first, was earnest in the struggle for state- 
hood, and was a delegate from Spink 
county to the first State convention held in 
Huron in 1889. 

At the approval of the eonvention of 
1890, held at Mitchell, he entered the race 
for State Treasurer and secured the nom- 
ination after a spirited and exciting con- 
test.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The President 
today sent to Congress another batch of 
Hawalian correspondence, supplementary 
to the Walker report. This chapter is. 
| full of interest, inasmuch as it reveals a 

notable difference of opinion between Ad- 
miral Walker and United States Minister 
Willis regarding the necessity of keeping 
United States warships. at Honolulu as 
long as the British government keeps a 
man-of-war there. In the sécond place it 
discloses that an effort is being made by 
the British government, with the consent 
of the Hawaiian authorities, to secure a 
lease of an island of the Hawaiian group 
to be used as a cable station. 

With the correspondence the President 
sent this message to the Senate and House 
of Representatives: I submit herewith 


Hawali and documents which accompanied 
the same. They disclose the fact that 
the Hawaiian government desires to lease 
to Great Britain one of the uninhabited 
islands belonging to Hawaii as a station for 
a submarine telegraph cable to be laid from 
Canada to Australia with connection be- 
tween the island leased’ and Honolulu. 
Both the government of ‘Hawaii and the 
representatives of Great Britain in this 
negotiation concede that their proposed 
lease cannot be effected without the con- 
sent of the United States, for the reason 
that in our reciprocity treaty with the 
King of Hawaii he agreed that as long 
as the same treaty remained in force he 
would not lease, or otherwise dispose of 
or create any lien upon any port, harbor 
or other territory in his dominion or grant 
any special privilege or rights of use 
therein to any other State or government. 
At the request of the Hawaiian govern- 
ment this subject is laid before Congress 
for its deterniination upon the question of 
so modifying the treaty agreement above 
recited as to permit the proposed lease. 
It will be seen that thé correspondence 
which is submitted between Hawaii and 


| the British negotiators negatives the ex- 


istence on the part of Hawaii of any sus- 
picion of British friendliness or fear of 
British aggression. The attention of Con- 
gress is directed to the following statement 
contained in a communication addressed 
to the Hawallan government by the repr

This infor- 
mation is valuable because it is based 
upon observation and knowledge neces- 
sarily within the scope of diplomatic- 
duties which are entrusted solely to the 
charge of this intelligent diplomatic 
officer representing the United States gov- 
ernment at Hawaii. 

„J hope Congress will see fit to grant 
the request of the Hawaiian government 
and that our consent to the proposed lease 
be accorded. It seems that we ought not, 
by a refusal of the request, stand in 
the way of advantages to be gained by 
isolated Hawaii through telegraphic com- 
munication with the rest of the world, 
especially in view of the fact that our 
own communication with that country 
would thereby be so improved without ap- 
parent detriment to any legitimate Ameri- 
can interests.“ ;

Lively Experence of Trainmen Near 
North Elizabeth, N. J.

MEASURING STARS. 


A Reply to Criticism tlelam of Harvard Col-" 
lege Work. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

BOSTON, Jan. 9.—Prof. E. C. Pickering, 
director of the Harvard College Observa- 
tory, in the forty-ninth annual report just 
issued, takes occasion to reply to the 
criticisms: made by 8. Chandler, and pub- 
lished in the papers last spring. These 
criticisms were based on the fact that 
erroneous photometric measurements had 
been made by the observatory in the cdse 
of fifteen out of eighty-six variable stars, 
and upon, this fact was based the inference 
that similar errors affected the entire 
catalogue of 20,000 stars contained in the 
volume, although nearly all of the latter 
stars were bright enough to be readily 
measured and identified with certainty. 
Prof. Pickering says: 

“The most complete answer to this 
criticism. is the extensive comparison re- 
cently made at Potsdam Observatory of the 
photomietric magnitudes obtained at that 
inetitution with those obtained here. The 
Potsdam astronomers state that only four 
catalogues of the brightness of the stars 
are complete and correct enough for com- 
parison with their own results. They are 
the Durchmusterung, the Unaometria, the

Little Legislators. 

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 9.—(To the Editor 
of The Times:) It will doubtless be re- 
membered ‘by those of your readers who 
are interested in public affairs that the 
chairmen of the Boards of Supervisers of 
the several counties of Southern Cali- 
fornia met in a sort of nondescript conven- 
tion at Los Angeles on the 10th of De- 
cember. The stated object of the meeting 
was to consider and recommend certain 
measures for legislative action of the 
Legislature. Among the recommendations 
that were adopted there are a few which 
I suspect their authors would fain be ex- 
cused from explaining upon grounds of | 
public policy, and one, at least, that is so 
wildly absurd and mischievous that it 
merits special mention. It is recom- 
mended “‘that the semi-annual collection of 
taxes be abolished and the taxes be col- 
lected annually.” 

Now, if there is any one law special to 
the revenue department of our State gov- 
ernment that has proved of special ad- 
vantage to all the productive interests of 
the people it is this particular statute. 
It causes to be retained in the hands of 
the various producing classes, for some 
four months each year, the millions of dol- 
lars that would otherwise be indirectly 
handed over to the banking institutions 
of the State. If the present second install- 
ment should, as formerly, -be paid into 
the various county treasuries in November 
and December it still could not be ap- 
plied to the purposes of revenue until 
toward the latter half of the fiscal year, 
and hence must find its way into the 
various banks, thence to be loaned, at 
high rates of interest to the very people 
from whore pockets it was so unneces- 
sarily drawn. It would be interesting to 
know whether some of our migratory 
financiers were not imdirectly dynamic in 
the operation of this. recommendation. 
4 Consider, too, how this law has baffled the 
once thriving tax-title business. While 
I have not taken the time to make a sta- 
tistical examination of the question I 
think I can still venture the assertion 
without danger of successful contradiction 
that through the beneficent operation of 
this semi-annual-payment law the con- 
fiscation of property by tax sales has failen 
off at least 60 per cent. after due allow- 
ance being made for increase of popula- 
tion. 

It is, perhaps, unfortunate that the 
learned delegates did not give the public 
a sample of the reasoning that led to this 
ponderous recommendation. A pill com- 
posed of such very doubtful ingredients 
ought, at least, to have been sugar-coated, 
and in the absence of such sophistical 
covering will incur the hazard of being 
spewed out by legislative samplers.

The youth was taken 
suddenly and mysteriously ill about three 
weeks ago, his sickness being attended 
by complete loss of memory, and a dis- 
position to injure himself and others.

Better Offices Pa and a Change 
75 the Method of Appointing 
Teachers—Much Valuable 
Information. 


The report of the condition of the city 
echools, er with recommendations in 
reterence them, as submitted by Super- 
‘Yntendent Search at the meeting of the 
new Board of Education hela Monday, is 
‘A somewhat voluminous printed document, 
containing sixty-four pages exclusive of the 
;covers. After a brief introduction the re- 
port recommends better facilities for the 
‘Superintendent, and goes on to speak at 
dome length of the teachers and salaries 
bald them. Some space is devoted to the 
Anancial condition, and numerous recom- 
mendations are made regarding various 
matters. . 

In his introduction Superintendent 
Search says the change of membership of 
eight-ninths of the. makes it desir- 

ble that he should present a report on the 
“condition of the schools. With a clear 
understanding of the present situation the 
board has a definite basis on which to be- 
in work, thereby saving months of time. 
the of “Offices for the 

Department,“ the report says: 

„The present offices are entirely inade- 
-~mquate for the work in hand, and are ob- 
— in location and arrangement. 

re is no means of accommodating the 
large number of persons having legitimate 

“business with the department. There is’ 
O privacy for the hearing of special cases. 
The superintendent is frequently compelled 

to hear, in the presence of many, ithe state- 

ments made by both patrons and teachers 
under circumstances of great embarrass- 

1. ment. The location of the present offices 
is objectionable because of the immense 
number of loafers and others who, having 
little legitimate business to present, yet 
interrupt the work of the office with de- 

mands for courteous reception. Again, the 
office is lacking in dignity of equipment. 

There is nothing in the accessory appoint- 
ments to designalte the place as the study 
and workshop of the head of the schools. 
More than this, under circumstances 
specified, there is no opportunity for the 
consecutive planning and careful prepara- 
tion of work expected of the superintendent 
because of the responsibilities of his office. 

therefore recommend that immediate 
provision be made for the offices in a loca- 
tion of less interruption. Such offices should 
contain: General office for the superin- 
tendent, private office for the superintend- 
ent, room sufficient in size for the super- 
intendent's meetings with the teachers, of- 
fice for the clerk of the Board of duca- 
‘tion, room for meetings of the board, and 
small storeroom for supplies necessarily 
kept at the offlces. These rooms should 
be furnished and equipped in keeping with 
the character of the work. It there is ex- 
‘pectancy of the immediate building of 
these necessary accommodations we might 
remain in present unfavorable rooms un- 
til coming summer; but if there is contin- 
ued doubt as to such building, then the 
department .should be, moved at once to} 
some satisfactory building... This cores

I recompmiend that the holding of the 
ting of the Board of Education in a 
isceHaneous audience-room be discontin- 
ued. No director of a bank or other 
business corporation could work well under 
such circumstances. The holding of meet- 
ings before a general audience tends. to 
the encouragement of caucuses and fac- 
tional division. The member ostensibly 
addressing his colleagues is, in reality, ex- 
imself for outside effect. The 
whole procedure is lacking in that essen- 
thal unity and dignity that should chanac- 
to work 


eration for the wise direction of. our 
schools. The people are entitled to an 


. dnitimate knowledge of the transactions of 


the board. For this there is abundant 
opportunity through the presence of re- 
porters and persons having legitimate busi- 


» ness with the board, but there is no reason 


why cuniosity-seekers, gossip-mongers and 
lobbyists should be permitted to use the 
meetings of the Board of Education as 
a means of cheap entertainment and ques- 


tionable practice. 


I also ask that the superintendent be 
permitted to appoint a private secretary 
to himself. There never has been, and 
are now, no records of the educational de- 
partment. The present means of reach- 
ing the teachers by is 
too slow. The clerk of the Board of 
Education, in order to keep his depart- 
ment in perfect order, has all he can do. 
There should be some person always pres- 
ent, while the superintendent is visiting 
schools or preparing work, to meet pa- 
trons, to arrange for interviews and to 
announce results, as well as to perf 
émportant clerical duties. The time of 
tthe ee ee and his deputy is too 
valuable to be placed on work of this 
character. 

“Such an appointment, because of certain 
specific qualifications desired, should be 
left to the superintendent. 1 beg, elza, 
to commend to your attention that econ 
omy in service and the best „KN re- 
sults demand that all office appointments, 
including the clerk of the board, should 
ve made upon nomination of the superin- 
tendent. Such is the custom in San Fran- 
cisco, and other leading schools, and is 
also the case with every other city and 
county: office in Los Angeles, excepting in 
the school department. 

“These. recommendations are in keeping 
with the strictest economy; for, with a 
worlmg force numbering between three 
and four hundred, it pays to equip so as to 
get the greatest value from the entire 
department.“ 

Speaking of teachers, the report says: 
At the present time we have on the 
pay-roll and at work 8 teachers in — kin- 
dergartens, 208 teachers in the p 
and grammar grades, 22 the 
High School, 6 special teachers, besides 
the superintendent and deputy superin- 
tendent; in all 286. The character of the 
teaching force, in the main, ts most excel- 
lent. The policy of the Superintendent is 
to favor the appointment of only first- 
class teachers; to be guided entirely by 
one consideration, and that is what is best 
fer the children; to give every doubtful 
teacher generous assistance, but in no 
case to carry a pronounced failure, at the 
children’s loss, to the end of the year. 
The Superintendent should be given more 
control in the appointment of teachers. 
He alone knows the full needs of the 
. Schools. Held responsible for results, he 
should be given opportunity to make his 
schools strong at every point. The pres- 
pnt plan of encouragement to lobbying and 
the using of influence is pernicious. A 
teacher’s chances.should stand purely on 
merit, and the Superintendent is the proper 
person to determine merit. In our schools 
are many faithful teachers respecting the 
superior office; but who, because of such 
professional policy, fare less well than 
portut watching with eagle eye every op- 

rtunity for the using of influence. It is 
said there are some teachers in the city 
who get anything they name without re- 
gard to equitable consideration. One prin- 
cipal has deen able to nominate his every 
teacher from his own graduating class. 

Now, this is not an argument against such 
teachers, who have been driven to such 
measures in order to protect themselves 
and their school, but it is an argument 
against an indiscriminate, unprofessional 
and irresponsible plan. If the past super-

| .“First—All nominations of teachers 
should pe made by the Superintendent, 
subject to the Teachers’ Committee and 
the election by the Board of Education. 

“Second—After election teachers should 
be assigned by the Superintendent, and all 
assignments should be subject to his trans- 
fer and adjustment. This would make 
many weak places strong; would place 
teachers of specific qualifications in posi- 
tions of specific needs, and would save 
many teachers who otherwise fail. 

““‘Third—He should be given authority 
to discontinue any r who is a pro- 
nounced failure, subject to appeal to the 


board 

“Such a policy would enable the Super- 
intendent to make strong the work of the 
schools. tl would relieve the members of 
the board of much embarrassment and 
personal sacrifice. It would place the 
schools on a professional basis. It would 
enable the Superintendent to give some 
definite statement to a strong candidate, 
and in every way would advance the inter- 
ests of tne children. It would enable

teacher on any day to know how the Super- 
intendent regards her work, which oppor- 
portunity. furnishes the teacher a definite 
basis for arrangement of future plans. 
This is impossible when the Superintend- 
ent is unable to make an authoritative 
statement. 

“I beg to remind you that the public 
library has its appointments under civil 
service rules ahd regulations. There is no 


just reason why the public schools should 


not have a healthy atmosphere of the same 
kind. With a few minor exceptions, 
adoption of such a plan would be highly 
satisfactory to our teachers. It certainly 
would receive the liberal indorsement of 
the people.“

departments, officers and janitors, is 324, 
795. It is stated the sentiment is that 
-teachers are paid high salaries. A com- 
parative table is presented, Daus that 
in a large number of cities on the Joast 
and elsewhere grammar and primary- 
grade teachers are paid higher than in this 
city. Similar tables are presented in re- 
gard to other teachers. 

The annual salary of the secretary of 
the Board of Education, it is shown, is 
in San Francisco, $2500: in Oakland,

ORANGE COUNTY. 


INCREASE IN THE TRAMP ELE- 
MENT CAUSING ALARM. 


Meeting of the Citizens of Santa Ana 
to Organize a Committee of 
Reported. 


9.—( Special Corre- 
spondence.) - Tig residents of this city and 
county are aroused over the presence of 
so much of the criminal and tramp ele- 
ment in this vicinity and they feel that 


some steps must be taken to protect their 


property and their families. The people 
are alarmed and they feel that something. 
must be done at once. With, this in mind 
a méeting was called in Neill's Hall Tues- 
day evening by several residents and, ‘as 
a result of the call, over one hundred 
prominent residents, among whom were 


several of the most wealthy and influen- © 


tial men of the city, met to devise some 
means of protecting the community 
against the depredations of the vicious ele- 
ment. It was the unanimous expression 
of the meeting that a committee to be 
known as a vigilance committeé, a com- 
mittee of safety or by some other appro- 
bagel name, be formed at once so that 


and destructive element | 


desirable. 

could be dealt with in keeping with the 
importance of the existing condition of 
affairs. After several speeches by promi- 
nent’ residents present, a committee was 
quietly appointed to propose plans for 
permanent organization at a meeting to 
be called by the chairman of the commit- 
tee as soon as the report is ready to be 
made, and then the meeting adjourned. 

The residents of this city do not pro- 
pose to wait until life has been taken in 
such a high-handed manner as in Sac- 
ramento by this element before they or- 
ganize for their own protection. Law and 
order must prevail and if the criminal 
element do not steer clear of this place 
they are apt to be severely dealt with. 
Today, the representative of The Times 
has been informied of a dozen or more 
depredations committed by tramps in the 
outskirts of the city and the patience of 
ane people is beginning to wear thread- 


At a residence on West Fourth street a 


few days ago a tramp entered the house 


and finding no one ‘but ladies at home 
pushed back his coat and exhibiting a 
large six-shocter in a belt asked the ladies 
if they knew what that meant. Receiv- 
ing no answer, he continued that it meant 
‘something to eat and that d— quick.“ A 
grown son chanced to be in the back yard 
and hearing the conversation ran in the 
house. The tramp seeing him coming 
rushed out of the front door and down the 
street so fast that the young man could 
not overtake him 

On Grand avenue about 9 o’¢lock Tues- 
day night two rough-looking felléws 
— at the home of Dr. and

‘from the country Tuesday evening, and 
brought in word that between this city and 
Orange, while passing a residence, he was 
hailed a lady who begged of him to 
have so of the officers from the city 
come out to arrest about twenty-five 
drunken tramps, camped only a little way 
from her home, making the night hideous 
by their drunken orgies. The lady told 
Mr. Lee that she was badly frightened, and 
feared to have her husband leave her long 
enough to come to this city after an offi- 
cer. At another residence in this city, 
on East Fourth street, only a few days 
ago, a tramp called at the back door and 
asked for a square meal. The young lady 
at home having been advised by her father 
not to feed them, told the fellow that she 
had nothing for him, and olosed the door. 
A few moments later the front door bell 
rang, and when the door was opened she 
found the same tramp, who then offered 
to sell her a gold watch. She shut the 
door in his face, but the bell soon sounded 
again. This time the father of the young 
lady. who chanced to come in, answered 
the call, and when the lusty “hobo” saw 
him step out he turned powers the street 
and made his way out of the yard as 
idly as his legs could him. 

Other depredations of this sort are re- 
ported every day. These are mentioned 
only to show what is causing the organiza- 
tion of the committee of Safety. Just 
what will result from the organization of 
the committee is at present difficult to pre- 
dict, but it is safe to say that the men who 
compose it are determined men, and they 
do not propose to feet any longer that 
they are compelled to stand guard over 
their property and their families, night 
and day, armed with Winchester rifles. 


“THE TRAMP NUISANCE.” 
Under the above caption the Orarge 


County Herald of recent date offers a 


solution to the tramp question that is 
well worthy of consideration by the new 
Board of Supervisors, who take their 
seats on J next.” The Herald says: 

“There is one suggestion we wish to 
make to the new Board of Supervisors 
which assumes the government of this 
county waxt Monday, and that is that some 
immediate steps be taken to obtain re- 
lief from the tramp nuisance. It has oc- 
ocurred to us, and been so stated in the 
Herald, that a combination might be 
formed between the county and the three 
incorporated cities, Santa Ana, Anaheim 
and Orage, by which the tramps might 
be employed and cared for with mutual 
advantage. We have plenty of roads that 
need graveling or macadamizing, and if an 
able-bodied man is not willing to work for 
good food he n to go hungry. 

“We believe it is a possibility that a 
good road could be — 4 from this city 
to Anaheim and around to Oramze via 
Olive by this method, and perhaps also a 
good thoroughfare to Newport Beach, the 
road to which place at present is enough 
to biacst the souls of those who traverse 
it. We have many Eastern visitors here 
in the winter who want to see old ocean, 
and the only way to secure @ good road 
there at this season is to manufacture it.
